The line which separates pretty 
experiment from a commercial product is that which may 
be drawn between results obtained by an original manipu- 
lation, which can only be re-produced by a repetition of the 
same original means, and those results which, once per- 
fected, can be produced ad infinitum, by mere mechanical 
processes. Daguerreotype was only a pretty toy till Mr. 
Talbot discovered the means of producing the same effects 
on paper, and a process for multiplying the image when 
once produced. An analogous method has been discovered 
by Mr. Bertach, and practically applied by M. Kuhlman, 
for multiplying, as from an engraved plate, the exquisite 
effects of the crystalline foliage just described. ‘The pro- 
cess is simply as follows :—The elegant crystalline rami- 
fications being produced in the first instance upon polished 
metal, instead of glass, a sheet of soft metal, such as lead, 

is then laid upon the saline crystallisation, and a powerful 
roller is passed over, by means of the steady and powerful 
pressure of which an exact impress of the foliated ramifi- 

cations, in every minute detail, is secured. The metallic 

soal thus obtained is, however, too soft to print from, but 
an electrotype in copper is readily obtained, by means of 
which any number of impressions can be taken, in any 
tone of icy grays, or pale silyery greens, or any other 
cool tint. In order to secure continuity of design, with- 

out stop or interruption, the first manipulation takes place 

upon a polished cylinder, by means of which a contimuous 

pattern, ‘ never ending, still beginning,” is imparted to as 
many thousand yards of any textile fabric as may be 
required, 8o that, for the first time in the fanciful story 
of fashion, iced muslin, for the summer season, may be 
had in any quantity.

“THE WOMEN OF THE DAY.” 
TO THE EDITOR or “THE LADY'S OWN PAPER.” 


Srr,—Such is the title of an article in the St. Puls Magazine 
for June. I beg you will allowme space for 4 few remarks 
upon the subject, a5 one eminently within the scope of your paper. 

he writer falls into the mistake made by many superficial 
thinkers, that of confounding two ideas, and drawing his con- 
clusions promiscuously from either of them, In the first place, 
the writer seems to have a very confused idea of what constitutes 
a good housewife, and makes no distinction between & theoretical 
and practical knowledge of domestic economy. In the ranks of 
life to which he evidently refera—that is to say the upper middle 
and higher classes (to uso the conventional distinctions)—a 
theoretical acquaintance with houschold matters is all that is 
required, while the actual performance of domestic duties may 
be left to the women whose husbands and fathers cannot afford 
to keep servants enough to do the work for them. 

Now, a theoretical knowledge of domestic economy can, at 
any time of emergency, be turned to practical account, and 
always renders the mother and mistress of @ family a more 
efliciont superintendent of her household: while the practice of 
the domestic arta does not by any means include a scientific 
knowledge of the work, far from it—if it did we should have less 
to deplore in the unhandiness and ill-performance of their duties 
by domestic servants. 

Now I do think a great mistake is made by those who attach 
a kind of stigma or degradation to the idea of a “lady” con- 
descending to a knowledge, much more to the performance, of 
household matters. What on carth can a woman of education 
devote her talents and her energies to more worthily and use- 
fully, than to those things which come naturally within pet 
province in the home, as daughter, wife, and mother? It has 
been said of some exceptional and exemplary women that they 
possess such versatile genius as to be capable of most things, 
‘from the composition of a scientific essay to the cooking of a

examples are 80 rare; and they would not be rare if women 
were encouraged to exercise their talents in their own proper 
sphere; the intelligence which produces good reaults in one 
direction would be equally satisfactory wherever it might be

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Cookery and Domestic Hints. 


Dotrerres or Corp Meat.—Preparo tho meat as for a hash — 
or some hashed meat that has become cold will answer the 
purpose—-add to it some bread crumbs, enough to stiffen, mix it 
together with the yolk of eggs, shape into small balls, dip them 
into egg, roll them in bread crumbs and grated Parmesan 
cheese, and fry them brown, Glaze them or serve with tomato 


sauce, 
Currny Sovr.—Tho Salut Publicof Lyons says:—“ The ‘soupe 
aux cerises,’ a favourite dish in Germany, is not so well known 
in France as it deserves to be. It is easily made, as is seen by 
the following receipt :—Take a quantity of fine ripe cherries, 
cook them in water with sugar and a little vanilla; fry some 
slices of bread in fresh butter, throw them into the decoction of 
cherries, mix well up, and serve hot.’’ 

Inpran Corn Cares, &o., &c.—In America many prepara- 
tions of Indian corn are used for cakes and puddings, The 
following receipts are amongst the most popular :— 

Hoe Cakes.—Of hoo cakes all acquainted with “ Uncle Tom's 
Cabin,” or nigger literature of any sort, have heard. They are 
very good and wholesome. Hoe cake is made by scalding any 
quantity of meal with half the quantity of boiling water ; butter 
or dripping and salt is added according to taste. It is then 
baked in a well-greased tin, and a cake fit for any table will be 
the result. 

Indian Cakes,—A pound of buttor, a pound and a half of 
sugar, six eggs, a teaspoontul of ginger, and the same of cinna- 
mon; three pounds and a quarter of finc Indian meal, and 
quarter of a pound of flour. Bake in small tin moulds, and eat 
when cold. 

Johnny Cakes.—Make a thick batter as above; mould it in 
the hand into small cakes, rubbing a good deal of flour in the 
hand to prevent their sticking. These cakes are fried in butter, 
grease, or lard; when browned on one side, turn the other. 
They take about twenty minutes in baking, Eat them hot, 
with butter or treacle, 

Indian Slap-jack,—Scald a quart of Indian meal ; when luke- 
warm add a few spoonfuls ot wheaten flour, half a teacup of 
yeast, and a little salt; or mix half the meal in boiling milk ; 
when coo) stir in the remainder of the meal, with two or three 
spoonfuls of flour, three eggs, and two teaspoonfals of salt, so as 
tomakea thick batter. ‘hese are to be baked upon a baking stone, 
in the same manner as girdle cakes. ‘Thoy are best eaten hot. 


ParrerpaLe Poppinas.—This, I believe, is the genuine 
receipt for the famous puddings which all visitors of the Patter- 
dale Hotel, at the head of Ullswater, so highly appreciate. 
Half a pound of butter worked to a cream, the same weight of 
well pounded white sugar, and the yolks of four eggs well beaten, 
and well mixed with the butter and sugar, Whisk tho whites 
to a strong froth, and put them to the rest. ‘Then add half a 
pound of flour, and half a lemon, rind and juice, Blend all 
thoroughly together, and bako in buttered cups for twenty 
minutes. Make a sauce of arrowroot with a little sherry wine, 
and pour over before serving. ‘Chis is the orthodox way, but 
IT have found that the puddings are excellent without taking the 
trouble to beat the yolks and whites of the ogga separately. 
Simply take equal weight of butter, flour, eggs, and sugar, and 
Tf left. till cold, and un- 
touched by the sauce, they make very nice little pound-cakes. 
To prepare the arrowroot sauce, take two small teaspoonfuls of 
arrowroot, and mix smoothly in half a pint of water. Put it 
into a lined saucepan; add four dessertspoonfuls of pounded 
sugar, the juice of one lemon, strained, a very little grated 
nutmeg, and stir the ingredients over the fire until they boil, 
when the sauce is ready for use. Add a little sherry before 
pouring over the puddings. Sometimes a dark sauce is made 
for rice and batter puddings, in which case you must use brown 
sugar, and substitute port wine for sherry,—<Aunt Alargaret, in 
Happy Hours. 

Surgrtor Givorrpread.—White sugar, 51b. ; lemon, or lime- 
juice, quarter of a pint; honey, tlb.; ginger, bruised, doz. ; 
water, t}gal, Boil the ginger in three quarts of the water half 
an hour; then add the sugar, lime-juico, and honey, with the 
remainder of the water, and strain through a cloth. When 
cold, add a quarter of the white of an ogg, and a small tea- 
spoonful of essence of lemon. Let the whole stand four days, 
and bottle. ‘This will keep a long time. 
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A Sinete Meruop or Maxine Ick Caram.—Procure two 
pewter basins, one a good deal larger than the other, and the 
smaller one having a cover. Pat your cream in the smaller 
basin with raspberry or strawberry juice, or what you like best 
to give flavour an colour, sweeten it to your taste, cover it 
close, and set in the larger basin, filling the latter with ice and 
a handful of salt. Let the basin containing the erexm stand in 
the ice three-quarters of an hour; then uncover it, stir the 
cream well together, and let it stand half an hour longer, when 
turn into plates or glasses, 


Beauv Vicrrers’ Recerrr ror Brancwanor,—Tako two 
calves’ fect, cleave them in two, take out the large bones, strip 
and blanch them; put them ina pan with three quarts ot water, 
boil and skim; leave to cool, take off the fat, pass the stock 
through a sieve or cloth. Pound a quarter of a pound of sweet 
almonds and two bitter almonds in a mortar; put in a stewpan 
six ounces of loaf sugar, a very little water, half the rind of a 
lemon, and a pint of coriander seed ; leave all to infuse halfan 
hour, take out the coriander and lemon, mix the sugar with the 
almonds, put them several times through a lawn or muslin sieve, 
add to them as much stock as you require—which ought to be 
very delicate; when cool pour into moulds. Blancmange 
any jellies may thus be mado from fish stooks, hartshora, 
shavings, the feet of poultry, &e, 

JANNEMANGE.—Pour a pint of boiling water on one ounce 
anda half of isinglass; the next day add one pint of sweet 
wine, the juice and peel of a large lemon, the yolks of seven 
eggs, sweeten to taste with loaf sugar; mix well, give it one 
boil up, stirring it frequontly, strain through a fine plevo into 
moulds. oe 

Imiration Preservup Ginaen.--Well scrape and split in 
halves young yellow carrots, and cut them into the shape of the 
races or cloves of Weat Indian ginger, a8 we see it preserved, 
Parboil them, taking care that they do not break or lose thoir 
shape, drain them thoroughly, and let them lie on the back of a 
sieve all night. Next day weigh thom and put them into a 
stowpan with their own weight of “syrup of ginger.” Let 
thom simmer very gently over 4 slow fire for four hours, Fill 
your preserve-pota, taking take care fairly to apportion both 
vegetables and syrup. ‘Tie them down and bladder, and let 
them stand on the hob for three days. ‘This preserve is an ex- 
cellent substitute for the real West Indian importation, which 
is reckoned go great a delicacy, and is also so expensive. It

Tne following description of the articles brought from 
Abyssinia, and now at the South Kensington Museum, 
has been given by Lieutenant Prideaux, ono of the cap- 
tives at Magdala :—* The bluo silk embroidered robe was 
intended by Theodore as a present to Her Majesty, to 
accompany the embassy he desired to send to England. 
In Abyssinia it is called a ‘burnoos,’ and only worn by 
ladies of the highest rank when on the march, The silver 
slippers were also intended to be presented to Her 
Majesty. Tho damask silk robe was made lately by 
order of Theodore, and worn by him on the 8th April 
only, when he received the captives who descended from 
Magdala to Salamgé by his orders. It was then probably 
put on for effect, as he wished much to encourage his 
soldiers that morning. The crimson velvet crown was 
made by Theodore’s orders, at the time of his coronation 
at Axum. It was never worn by him for seysral years 
before his death. The red cloth cap is simply a Turkish 
‘tarboosh,’ covered with silver-gilt filigree work. It was 
never worn by Theodore to my knowledge. ‘Tho large 
seal, bearing the inscription in Amharic, ‘ Theodorus, 
King of the Kings of Mthiopia,’ and a similar one in 
Arabic, was that used by him on all his letters. Tho two 
small silver seals were probably tho property of the 
metropolitan. One, the larger, bears an inscription in 
Coptic and Arabic, and is about 200 years old. The 
smaller is of recent manufacture, not more than 10 years, 
and bears an Arabic inscription.” 


PRINCELY marriages havo been very numerous for some 
time past. There is lately tho union of the Duko of 
Parma, son of tho late Duke Charles ITI. and Louisa 
Maria Theresa of France, with Marie des Crices Pie, 
sister of the King of the wo Sicilies and daughter of the 
lato King Ferdinand II, by his second wife, the Arch- 
duchess ‘'heresa of Austria, who died at Rome last year. 
The Duke of Parma attained his 20th year on the 9th 
inst. Then the marriage is announced of Prince Fer- 
dinand of Orleans, Duc @Alengon, with the Princess 
Sophia of Bavaria, sister of the Empress of Austria, of 
the Queen of the Two Sicilies, and the Princess of our 
and 'Taxés, The Duke was born in J uly, 1844, and is the 
second son of the Duke de Nemours. Speaking of 
matrimonial alliances, the Sport says :—“ Everybody has 
not the bump of marriage. None, however, profess for 
these rights an invincible repugnance, resting upon a 
certain egotism and epicurism. Let us take a case, 
Mdlle, de X » to whom a most advantageous mar- 
riago was proposed, refused it by observing,—‘ Why 
should I marry? Tho best thing that could happen to 
me in my conjugal state is not to bo deceived, i shall 


obtain that satisfaction much more surely by abstaining 
from matrimony,’ ”’ 


Baus aro still frequent in Paris, despite tho hot 
weather, and tho last of any note was at tho Turkish 
Embassy, to celebrate the anniversary of the accession of 
Abdul-Aziz to the throne of the Ottoman Empire, The 
embassy is situated at. the corner of the Avenue de 
l'Impératrice and the Rue de Presbourg, and on the 
evening of the fete it was illuminated from roof to base- 
ment with quite a blaze of light. A ball room had been 
constructed expressly for the occasion, and at ten o’clock 
carriages rolled up to the entranco hall, freighted with 
fair guests, all, with scarce an exception, in new, fresh 
toilettes. Tho belle of tho ball was decidedly Mdmo, 
Paskowitch, a Russian lady, who wore a pearl grey dress 
with broad silver stripes upon it; her figure is magnificent, 
and the low Watteau, made of the same material as the 
dress, and which she wore over it, showed it off to perfec- 
tion, Princess Metternich did tho honours of the ball, 
and she wore yellow, a colour for which this popular 
Princess evinces a ‘decided preference. Her rellow silk 
tunic was looped up over a white dress bputllonne, and 
ornamented with the yellow flower of an American shrub, 
and with white roses. The Princess wore no ornaments 

n her hair; two long black curls escaped from the chiynon 
and fell low down her back. ‘Tho toilottes, as a rule were 
exceedingly simple, A foreign young lady appeared in a 
very tastefully-made « Ophelia” dress. ‘It consisted of 


white tarlatane, the lower half of the skirt bouillonne, and 
covered with a variety of greon reeds and grasses ; the 
white tunic looped wp with water lilies and leayes of 
ae plants, A water lily in the hair, with long leaves 
falling to the waist, and both leaves and flowers ‘covered 
with dewdrops, Blue was a fayourite colour at this 
Turkish ball, Charming Mdmo, della Suda, wore the

Tur Catm Laxs.—This is a charming pianoforte composition, 
in the key of F, which we can strongly recommend to all young 
ladies requiring an elegant but not very difficult piece, It 
would be anything but an easy task to define the attractiveness 
of this offspring of William Smallwood’s talents. Its name, 
perhaps, is suggestive of its beauty, which is perfect. Of 
course, it is not to be regarded as a work hizhly scientific, but 
as an agreeable, light, and effective morceau dé salin, There ig 
in it a peculiar pensiveness, combined with a gentle gaicty, that 
renders it exceedingly striking.

Cianissa.—This is another piece by the same useful com- 
poser. It requires, perhaps, a trifle more finger-skill in the 
performer, although it cannot be called ‘tiresome to play.” 
It is a first-rate composition of its class—pretty, lively, and 
showy. It consists of three exquisite movements in one, two, 
and three flats, forming, as a whole, a most fascinating fantasie 
d la mazarka, Mr. Smallwood has succeeded admirably in 
these two pieces. They seem to possess all the requisites for 
teaching as well as for use in the drawing-room, 

AvreroLa.—It being proverbial that «tastes differ, many 
persons will doubtless prefer this to either of the compositions 
we have noticed above. But, for our part, while we acknow- 
ledge that it possesses equal powers for pleasing, we place it 
third in this most interesting trio of easy yet brilliant pieces 
which have emanated from Mr. Smallwood's prolific brain. 
“Anreola” isin the key of G. Its style is marked principally 
by rapid, smooth, and flowing passages, 

InraAnt Smrtres,—The musical pondering of Mrs. Joseph 
Robingon on a verse from ‘Parish Musings,” by J. S. B. 
Monsell, L.L.D,, is rather singular. We give the stanza :— 


“Flash, hush thee, my baby; hush, hush thee to rest; 
Bo still! and I'll sing thee the song thou lov'st best ;

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WE suppose thore is no well-regulated kitchen of the 
upper and middle classes, at least, but contains a pair of 
scales, and certainly no housewife can be commended for 
her thriftiness and good management, nowadays, who 
permits them to rust for want of use while she has to 
depend upon outsiders for her supply of household neces- 
saries. It is 80 easy to weigh, or cause to bo weighed, 
all articles of consumption brought into one’s house, that 
as a rule, those who will not take the small amount of 
trouble necessary for it deserve to suffer for their neglect. 
Unfortunately, however, the poor, who haye the least 
facility for putting in practice such a necessary test, are 
just tho class who suffer most from the depredations of 
avaricious tradesmen and the peccadilloes of small shop- 
keepers. Thus, for example, - fr, O. M. Owen, chief of 
the Oxfordshire constabulary, in his report to the county 
magistrates, states the results of an investigation made 
by the county inspectors of weights and measures, relative 
to the short weight of bread delivered to the poor in receipt 
of outdoor relief by the bakers who contract for the various 
unions in the county. In the Banbury union nine quar- 
torn loaves were 254 oz. deficient, In the Bicester union 
fifty-five on loaves were 123} oz. short, In the 
Chipping Norton union 325 were 5203 oz. short. In the 
Headington union thirty-two were of light weight by 
364 oz, In the Witney union eighty-six wero short, 
wanting 204 oz, In the Woodstock union nine were 
deficient of 214 oz, In the Burford district of the Witney 
union 118 quartern loaves wero 126} oz. short. The total 
deficiency in 634 loaves was 1,058} oz. The magistrates 
ygsolved to send tho report to the different boards of guar- 
dians, and also that the matter should be laid before the 
Poor Law Board. 


WE have roferred in another column to Miss 
own account of the hearty welcome accorded to her in 
Canada, and tho readiness with which all the young 
women under her charge wero engaged as servants, 
Briefly, tho facts are these. She left England with a 
hundred servant girls, and within a sora RY she found 
herself alone, and free to return to England to repeat the 
same experiment, Tad sho taken out three hundred 
more girls, she believes they could all haye been equally 
well placed, and her belief is more than confirmed by the 
accounts in the Canadian papers. According to the de- 
scription in a Toronto journal, instead of Miss Rye hayin 
to make any effort to dispose of her importations, her 
only difficulty was to avoid having them taken from her 
by storm. Sho had no soonor arrived at the Toronto 
station than ‘‘a large crowd of citizens” gathered outside, 
and would hardly wait while the girls were at dinner for 
the “distribution” of such ‘ helps.” They employed the 
time in pusreying the emigrants, and the result of their 
inspection did not check their eagerness, When dinner 
was finished, the applicants were so numerous that they 
could only be admitted in the order in which their names 
had been entered ona list, and when 210 had thus been 
allowed to compete for the services of sixty girls, 150 
moro of the citizens were still waitin impatiently for the 
mere chanco of one of the girls falling to them, The 
market, in fact, was entirely in the hands of the girls, 
and they were able to be so particular in their choice ag 
to reject the service of ladies with red hair, They asked 
five dollars a month, and in ono instance received as 
much as six. Miss Ryo was strict in each case that 
there should be no misunderstanding of the agreement, 
and required a specification both of the work and of the 
wagos. In short, sho could almost make her own terms, 
The result is the more remarkable becauso it is clear from 
tho Canadian accounts that the class of girls who went 
out were by no means above the average in capacities or 
appearance. On tho contrary, it seems that they fell 
Somewhat short of what the Canadians had imagined te 
be the ‘ ideal English servant,” They were not al! go 
strong as had been expected, and were thought to look a 
little rough, For the moment, in fact, there ig clearly an 
ample opening in Canada for poor women who are ready 
to undertake domestic service. The truth is, that women, 
who in this country are more numerous than the other 
BOX, are ied fee Scarco in America, Just as these 
girls dictated their own terms for service, so the women 
in America can gonerally dictate their own terms to the 
men. But Irish girls, perhaps, are bettor fitted to make 
their way in New York than ordinary English girls, and 
it was a happy thought in Miss Rye to make this expori- 
ment in Oanada,

where we had cut it, clipping away what was super- 
fluous, and letting it cross about three-quarters of an 
inch. We then sewed on the wire, drawing the straw 
in a little in so doing, The brim being now much 
narrower, the old velvet was available again, as the 
shabby edges were turned in, or could be cut off. The 
crown was well rubbed with bread. A bané of narrow 
blue feather trimming of a bright azure shade was first 
pinned and then tacked round the edge. A small piece 
over produced three little feathers, which were then set 
in an upright tuft at the left side, The cost of the 
feather trimming was 63d. : 
Emboldened by our success in this hat, which really 
looked very pretty, we next tried a still more old-fashioned 
and shabby black hat, of a shape worn full three years 
ago—a narrow brim round, straight in front, but sloping 
down at the back of the head in an oval shape, nearly to 
the nape of the neck. Having removed the trimming 
and the wire, the straw was divided an inch 
below the crown, as that is deep enough for 
the present style, and the o!d hat was full two 
inches in the shallowest part. We then divided 
the brim also an inch from the edge. This was 
now too large for the hat, and as 1t was shaped 
could not be cut in one place only, as was the 
turban, Therefore we cut it at both sides, 
First we sowed on the front piece, beginning 
at the centre and working each way. We had 
previously sewn up the loose straws at the 
cut ends, and also any that wero undone, 
We then sewed the back of the brim on in 
the same way, joining at the sides by cutting 
away the superfluity and letting it wrap over 
about three-quarters of an inch, This was 
sewn so neatly that the joins, which came in 
the centre of each side, were scarcely percep- 
tible, but we covered them with straps of black 
velvet. No wire was needed. The rest of the 
hat looked in every respect like new. <A veil 
or a feather might have been added. We 
put a black velvet ribbon round, with four 
pleats to make it sit, one in front, one behind, and 
one at each side. The pleats were at tho top of the velvet 
only,

Make a chain of 11, work on. this 17 rows of 
open crochet with beads as before, and fix it so as to 
form the lappet of the purse pocket, I'inish the other 
side in the same way. ‘lhe ornamental fringe can easily 
be made with beads of the same kind as those on the 
purse, or bought tassels. The illustration will materially 
assist the worker, . 

Single open crochet is one treble or long stitch, 1 chain, 
miss 1, and repeat. 

In th’s purse the treble stitches are worked over the 
treble, not between.

Wuttx this excessively hot, dry weather continues,—and rain 
has not fallen up to the time we write,—the soil is in no fit 
condition to receive seedlings, or indeed to bear working in any 
way. Where, however, it 18 thought necessary to fill up beds, 
there is but ono way to insure the safety of the plants or 
seedlings used for the purpose, and that is to thoronghly soak 
the bed with water some hours before it is required; if this 
cooling process be not attended to, especially on light gravelly 
soils, the rootlets of the plants stand in great danger of being 
destroyed by the heat, We need scarcely remind the reader 
that potted plants out of doors must be well watered this 
weather,—morning and evening if possible—for a few hours’ 
sun, when tho soil is not kept moist, is sufficient to unduly heat 
the pot and kill the fibres next to it. The neglect of properly 
watering plants in pots that are set out in the ground is one of 
the most prolific sources of mischief. Even in wet weather, 
plants in pots will often require regular watering, for many tall 
and bushy plants completely repel every drop of water, forming, 
in fact, quite a roof of leaves to the pots in which they 
stand, 


Now, when slippings may be taken of most plants, and the 
greenhouse is nearly vacant, affording plenty of room for 
striking, the following hints may prove serviceable. Planta 
that have done flowering may be cut down low, leaving only 
three or four short stems to each plant, and always cut back to 
a good eye. Re-pot the plants in good soil, and in pots as small 
ag the size of the plants will allow; if the pots are the leaat too 
large fur any of the herbaceous plants, they are apt to run 
away in leaf, and produce but few flowers, ‘Give them a good 
watering to scttle the roots, and set them in a dark, cool corner 
for some weeks; then let them have tho light and moderate 
watering, 80 as to grow s/owly, but healthil y, during the winter. 
' In watering never use cold water, as it comes from a cistern, 

bat add a little warm, sufficient to make it comfortable to the 
hand, but not so warm as that steam shall be visible from it. 
Mr. Hibberd says ho has long been in the habit of adding’ a 
pinch of salt and soda to every can of water, and has seen its 
good effect in the healthy appearance of his plants. The 
cuttings which are taken off should be trimmed of their leaves 
except one or two of those nearest tho heart, and only one or 
two ada left on each. The most woody are the best.’ Ag the 
roots always procoed from a joint, cut away all the stem below 
the last joint of each, and throw them in water, where they 
may lay for a couple of days; then fill a sufficient number cf 
any sized pots you may be able to spare, with poor mould mixed 
with plenty of sand, and stick the cuttings in close to tho pot 
all round, ag many in each pot 
Cuttings always root sooner when close to the pot, hence, any 
planted in the centre will be likely to fog off. The cuttings 
should bo kept moderately moist, and ifeach pot is covered with 


a hand-glass, to enclose the evaporating moisture, they will 
strike the sooner, 


Roses strike from cuttings now with great certainty. The 
safest way where there are facilities for it is to make up a small 
hotbed, and tho same day put in cuttings of young wood three 
or four inches long singly in thumb pots. Water the cuttings, 
place them in a cold frame, and shade with mats. There et 
them remain for a week, by which time the hotbed will be 
sweet and the heat steady, and the cuttings will have formed a 
callus. Place them on the bed and shut up; give air by degrees, 
and help them from flagging by frequent sprinklings rather 
than by heavy waterings. Shoots thut have just flowered or 
that have flowers on them will root with certainty, 


Half-hardy plants, such as petunias, verbenas, &c., may be 
propagated as fast as cuttings can be procured, especially of an 
new sorts, or those on which a particular value is placed. Those 
which are intended for forcing, as geraniums, heliotropes, 
calceolarias, should bo expedited in their growth, and be kept 
regularly stopped, 80 a8 to induce bushy heada, as well ag pre- 
vent their flowering. 

‘Myrties and other evergreens should 
especially if much exposed to the sun. 
keep the leaves free from dust. 


We epitomise the following general directions from the 
Gardener's Magazine :~= 


Chrysanthemums require liquid manure now, and frequent 
sprinkling Overhead. ‘Tie out as fast ag the side-shoots 
break, for if they once hardon out of shape itis no easy matter 
to restora them to & proper form. Plants recentl y struck may 
bo planted out in a bed, whera they will require less care as to 
watering than in pots, and may be taken up in dull weather 
without losing a leaf. It is not too late now to strike a few 
pompones to flower under glass, to make the house gay in the 
autumn, 

Flower-beds need a slight hoeing before 
the subjects that require 


be freely watered, 
Syringe them often, to 


1 the plants meet, and 
: egging should be kept regular betimes, 
and especial care to be taken to get plenty of shoots on the 
north side of evory plant, leaving the south side to take care of

‘We 
had,” she says, “a most hearty welcome at Montreal, where 
excellent arrangements had been made for my people, aud where 
in a few hours [ easily placed about forty women. Toronto 
has given us, if possible, a heartier welcome, and my only fear 
is thut we are receiving too much attention and kindness. 
However, my visit has more than confirmed my belief that 
hundreds of situations here may be happily filled by some of 
our poor, underpaid, half-starved women in England, and I see 
every prospect of the work which has just been commenced for 
Canada being again and again repeated with e jual success.” 

A ew days since a perambulator, in which were two children 
each of four years of age, one belonging to Mr. Newsholme, the 
other to Mr. Graham, both of John-street, Westgate, Bradford, 
was left for a moment by Mrs. Newsholmo near the bridge, on 
the terrace at Peel Park. Mrs. Newsholme, though turning in 
a moment to the carriage from which she had taken her hand, 
was horrified to find it gone down the adjoining embankment, 
and iastantly sprang forward and seized it; but as she did so 
the two children were precipitated to the road beneath, a 
distance of 14 feet. Both children were much injured in the 
fall, and the child of Mr. Graham, which was the greatest 
sufferer, died on Saturday morning from the injuries received. 

A Wes district newspaper devotes a considerable space to 
reporting the proceedings at an Eisteddfod held last week at 
Ynysybwl, which, to insure identification, is described as being
